This amendment adds to the pink boll- 
worm lightly infested areas the northern¬ 
most Texas counties of Armstrong. Car- 
son. Dallam. Hansford, Hartley. Hemp¬ 
hill. Hutchinson, Lipscomb. Moore, 
Ochiltree. Oldham. Potter. Randall. Rob¬ 
erts, and Sherman, and removes from 
the lightly infested areas the southern 
Louisiana parishes of Acadia. Evange¬ 
line. Iberia, Lafayette. St. Landry, and 
St. Martin. 

The group of 15 counties In the upper 
Panhandle of Texas being added to the 
lightly Infested areas is almost sur¬ 
rounded by regulated areas. Little or 
no cotton is grown In that area. How¬ 


ever, difficulties have arisen In adminis¬ 
tering tiie quarantine because of this 
isolated nonregulated area. Officials In 
the State of Texas have agreed to Inclu¬ 
sion of these 15 counties to case this situ¬ 
ation. 

Surveys In the six parishes being 
removed from the regulated areas in 
Louisiana have failed to disclose pink 
bollworm infestation since the 1950 crop. 
Federal and State officials are in agree¬ 
ment that it is now safe to release these 
parishes from regulation. The Louisiana 
State pink bollworm quarantine was so 
amended, effective April 26. 1954. 

This amendment, insofar as it brings 
additional territory within the regulated 
areas, should be made effective as soon as 
possible In order to be of maximum bene¬ 
fit in preventing the interstate spread 
of pink bollworms. That part of the 
amendment which deletes certain terri¬ 
tory from the regulated areas should be 
made effective as soon os possible so as to 
relieve persons in such territory from 
restrictions no longer considered neces¬ 
sary. Good cause is found, therefore, 
for issuing this document effective less 
than 30 days after its publication in the 
Federal Register, as provided in section 
4 of the Administrative Procedure Act 
<5 U. S. C. 1003).

A person credited with 3 or 
more years of such service will be ap¬ 
pointed in the grade of first lieutenant. 
Special orders announcing appointment 
in the Regular Air Force will Indicate 
that active duty grade equal or higher 
than Regular Air Force grade to which 
appointed is continued in the USAF ef¬ 
fective on date of acceptance of Regular 
Air Force appointment. To prevent loss 
of seniority among new Regular officers 
and to eliminate a delay in promoting 
Regular second lieutenants already on 
the promotion list, the appointment of 
an officer who is within 6 months of 
becoming eligible for appointment in the 
grade of first lieutenant, Regular Air 
Force, at time of selection will be de¬ 
ferred until the date on which he com¬ 
pletes 3 years of service as described 
herein. An officer whose appointment is 
temporarily delayed and whose current 
service statement will expire before ap¬ 
pointment can be tendered will be per¬ 
mitted to sign an Indefinite service 
statement with the proviso that he will 
be released from active duty without de¬ 
lay in the event his appointment fails to 
materialize for any reason, and he ex¬ 
presses a desire for release in writing. 

1 861.105 Eligibility requirements . 
The eligibility requirements in para¬ 
graphs (a) through <1) of this section 
must be fully met by each person at time 
application is submitted. Provisions for 
waiver are not authorized except as 
established in paragraph <e> <3)’of this 
section. 

<a) Current status. At time of appli¬ 
cation, an applicant must hold a valid 
appointment as a Reserve officer of the 
Air Force and must be serving as a com¬ 
missioned officer in the active military 
service. 

(b) Prior commissioned service. At 
time of application, an applicant must 
have completed at least 12 months' ac¬ 
tive Federal commissioned service within 
the 3-year period immediately preceding 
application. Short tours of active duty 
of 90 days or less may not be included 
in computing service for this purpose. 

(c) Age . On the opening date of 
period for submission of application, an 
applicant may not exceed the age of 27 
years by more than the number of years, 
months, and days (not to exceed 4 years 


3 months) he has served on active duty 
since December 31, 1947 as a commis¬ 
sioned officer of the Army of the United 
States or the Air Force. At the time of 
appointment, a successful applicant may 
not exceed the age of 27 years by more 
than the number of years, months, and 
days mot to exceed 5 years) of active 
Federal commissioned service performed 
by him since December 31, 1947. with the 
Army of the United States or the Air 
Force. This age restriction for appoint¬ 
ment in the Regular Air Force is estab¬ 
lished in sec. 506. 61 Stat. 890; 10 U. S. C. 
506c. Therefore, waivers of the maxi¬ 
mum allowable age for appointment in 
the Regular Air Force arc precluded by 
law. 

<d> Citizenship . An Applicant must 
be a citizen of the United States. An 
applicant who is not a citizen by birth 
must furnish a certificate by an officer, 
notary public, or other person authorized 
by law to administer oaths, giving the 
following information:

(e) Education. (1) While not man¬ 
datory at time of application, a bacca¬ 
laureate degree la desirable, particularly 
In the Helds of engineering, the basic 
sciences, or management or Its related 
fields.

In 
part 3 of the Education Directory, 
Higher Education, published annually, or 
Accredited Higher Institutions, os hav¬ 
ing either:

(11) Regional accreditation. 

ilil) Accreditation by a national pro¬ 
fessional association. 

(lv) Unconditional admission to the 
graduate school of a State University, or 

<v) Full transfer credit to a State uni¬ 
versity. 

(2> An applicant whose credits are 
from a college or a university which docs 
not meet the criteria outlined in sub- 
paragraph (1) of this paragraph will be 
considered as meeting the educational 
requirement, provided that a written 
statement from any nationally or re-

glonally accredited college or university 
Is acquired, indicating that a sufficient 
number of his credits are acceptable for 
admission to at least full junior standing. 

i3) An officer who does not meet the 
requirements in subparagraphs (1) and 

(2) of this paragraph, but possesses par¬ 
ticularly outstanding qualifications for 
Regular appointment, may be recom¬ 
mended for a waiver of the educational 
requirement by the commander of his 
major air command. The recommenda¬ 
tion for waiver must clearly substantiate 
the officer's outstanding qualifications 
for Regular appointment and give spe¬ 
cific reasons why a waiver is recom¬ 
mended. The letter recommending 
waiver must be signed personally by the 
commander of a major air command or 
his deputy and must be furnished the 
officer prior to the date he submits an 
application. 

it) Reapplicant. An applicant who 
has been rejected for Regular Air Force 
appointment under 55 861.101 to 861.107 
(or previous issues thereof) may reapply 
within established application periods 1 
year after date of previous application 
provided that all eligibility requirements 
are met at that time. Only one reappli¬ 
cation may be submitted. Waivers of 
this requirement will not be granted. 
Failure to meet eligibility criteria Is not 
considered as failing to be selected, and 
an applicant previously having been dis¬ 
qualified administratively, but now eligi¬ 
ble under 55 861.101 to 861 107, may 
reapply during any application period. 

(g) Medical An applicant must be 
medically qualified for appointment in 
the Regular Air Force.

The military 
address furnished on the application 
form will be used tor the purpose of 
contacting an applicant with regard to 
his file. The applicant will give imme¬ 
diate notice to the Director of Person¬ 
nel Procurement and Training, Head¬ 
quarters USAF, Attention: Personnel 
Procurement Division. Washington 25, 
D. C., of any change of address, perma¬ 
nent or temporary (if for 15 days or 
more), between submission of applica¬ 
tion and notification of final action. If 
such a change of address occurs prior to 
completion of field testing, notification 
will be made by electrical means.

(f) Compromising test questions. An 
applicant must not discuss the contents

Since officers are se¬ 
lected for Regular appointments on a 
competitive basis, any applicant who haj 
advance information concerning test 
questions will be at a decided advance 
over all other applicants. 

i g) Distinguished graduates of Air 
Force ROTC, Aviation Cadet Training, 
or USAF Officer Candidate School An 
applicant who has been designated & 
•'distinguished graduate" should attach a 
copy of the letter of designation to his 
application to insure that special consid¬ 
eration Is given for such achievement 

5 861.107 Action by higher authori¬ 
ties —(a) Immediate superior. The im¬ 
mediate superior will review the applica¬ 
tion for completeness and correctness 
and submit it within 3 working days of 
receipt to Uie applicant's organisation 
commander. The forwarding indorse¬ 
ment will contain a statement regarding 
the applicant's suitability for appoint¬ 
ment in the Regular Air Force. The offi¬ 
cer evaluation report referred to on AP 
Form 17 will not be prepared by Use 
Immediate superior at time application is 
indorsed to the organization commander. 

(b> Applicants organization com¬ 
mander, After receipt of the applies, 
tion. the organization commander will: 

(1) Determine if applicant meets the 
eligibility requirements for applying and 
if application has been supported with 
the necessary documents. Section 
861.105 and paragraph (b) of 1861,104 
will be used as a checklist for this pur¬ 
pose. 

(2) Return an incomplete application 
by indorsement directly to the appli¬ 
cant with reasons therefor.

(ii) Direction not to discuss test ques¬ 
tions with any other applicants. 

(4) If the responsible test control 
officer is an applicant for a Regular Air 
Force commission, the base commander 
will appoint a Regular Air Fbrce officer 
to administer the AFROSB to the test, 
control officer. 

(e) Action by Director of Personnel 
Procurement and Training , Headquarters 
USAF. Upon receipt of an application, 
the Director of Personnel Procurement 
and Training, Headquarters USAF. will: 

<1) Acknowledge receipt of applica¬ 
tion. 

(2) Obtain USAF Performance Re¬ 
port, Integration Form <AF PRT 422A) 
from the applicant’s past and present 
superior officers. 


<3) Determine the relative standing 
of applicant on the basis of performance 
reports, aptitude test, and biographical 
inventory- 

(4) Prepare a file on the applicant tor 
consideration by the Secretary of the 
Air Force Personnel Council.

<6> Tender appointment to the appli¬ 
cant who has been nominated by the 
President, confirmed by the Senate, and 
found to be medically qualified for a 
Regular Air Force commission. 

(7) Notify the applicant who Is de¬ 
ferred for further consideration or is 
not selected.

PROPOSED RULE MAKING

Part 3—Radio Broadcast Services 

TELEVISION BROADCAST STATIONS; TRANS¬ 
MITTERS AND ASSOCIATED EQUIPMENT 

In the matter of amendment of 
8 3.687 (a) (3) and (t) (1), rules gov¬ 
erning television broadcast stations. 

The Commission desires to make a 
minor change In its rules which require 
that certain television broadcast sta¬ 
tions comply with the requirements of 
the above-entitled sections by July 1, 
1954. 

The Commission on June 10, 1953 
adopted a Report and Order (FCC 53- 
716) which amended 5 3.687 <i) (1) so 
as to make provision for spurious emis¬ 
sion limitations for television broadcast 
stations. The rule as amended specified 
that stations authorized prior to July 1, 
1953, had until July 1, 1954. to comply 
with this requirement. The Commission 
further on November 25, 1953, adopted 
a Report and Order (FCC 63-1577) 
which amended 8 3.687 (a) (3) so as to 
require a specified attenuation of the 
upper sidebands from 4.75 Me. The rule 
as amended specified that all television 
stations had until July 1. 1954. to com¬ 
ply with this requirement. Information 
has come to the Commission which 
shows that the equipment needed for 
these stations to conform to these rules 
will not be available for approximately 
three months after July 1. 1954. Wc are 
of the view that an extension of time in 
which these stations have to comply 
with the requirements of these sections 
is warranted. 

The amendments adopted herein ease 
restrictions placed on licensees and, 
therefore, prior publication of notice of 
proposed rule making under the provi¬ 
sions of section 4 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act is unnecessary, and the 
amendments may become effective im¬ 
mediately. 

The amendments adopted herein are 
issued pursuant to authority contained 
in sections 303 (e>, (f), (r), and 4 (i) of 
the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended, and 5 0.121 (j) of the Com¬ 
mission's rules and regulations as 
amended by order delegating authority 
to the Chief of the Broadcast Bureau 
dated May 29. 1951:
